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The additions and deletions made to claims 3 & 6 raise new issues. 

In addition, the examiner maintains that the combination of Feurstracter and Kim disclose the applicants claimed subject matter. 
The examiner asserts that the claimed limitation interpretted in its broadest form, is disclosed within Feuerstraeter, where Feurstraeter 
discloses a hub and network computer in communication, and determining an error, where an error is defined by whether or not a 
threshold has been exceeded (Qos principle). Furthermore, Feurstracter discloses the hub and network computer renegotiating 
(correction) the protocol used for communication, where the overall communication is from element 24 to element 26 (see fig 1 and Col 6 
lines 40-55). 

For purpose of clarification, the details of the quality of service correction principle are not specified, so therefore are interpretted in its 
broadest sense. 

The applicant argued that the cited art does not disclose a database storing QoS correction principle corresponding to a combination of 
subscriber signaling protocols for supporting the respective originating andterminating subscribers. 

The examiner maintains that Feurstracter discloses logic for error detection, a controller for initiating renegotiation, and a renegotitation 
logic for performing renegotitation (Col 8 lines 24-Col 9 line 4), all three making up a unit performing QoS correction principle, where for 
purpose of clarification, the details of the quality of service correction principle are not specified, so therefore are interpretted in its 
broadest sense. 

Feuerstraeter also discloses automatically selecting a second protocol (Col 8 lines 46-55), where inherently some form of memory is 
used to store a list of first and second protocol. 
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
